The Art Galtery.

Among the many attractive features of
the charity fair, held Inst week at the new
armory, i the art guilery. Not only i3 this
rich in paintings in oil and water colors
and eichings Irom far-famed artiste, and
also those of local fame, bat there are many
antiguities and curios that are well worthy
of especial mention. Among the old books
we noticed a bible printed in 1577, in old
(ierman, and now the Emperty of Mr. Bolin
of this city, This book was printed eighty-
five years alter the discovery of printing by
Outtenberg 2ad Fauost, and as the first im-
pressions from movable types were ninde on
playing cards, this may be considered in the
list of the esrliest especimens of the art
among \ the Indo-Germanic races, The
printing is clear and diqtinet, and the exe-
cation of the work is very excellent. A
totem block of a chief of one of the Alackan
tribes, in block elate-rock, is a beantifol
relic. It is carved in fair representations of
animals, and, consideriog the rude imple-
ments with which the aborigines performed
the work, 13 truly wonderful. Two rpeci-
mens of tepestry work and painting at-
tracted our attention, and are almost a
study of a lost art. These b lung to Mr.
George P. Morgan, and he informs us they
date back to 1817. A single mention of the
paintings of merit, ecurios, specimens of
natural nistory, ete., in which all students
are ivterested, would transcend the limits
of a single article, and we can ouly say that
anyone mterested in art or antignity can
spend a profituble kour at the art gallery of
